This faster, more up-to-date 
service will give double-daily 
service between Medicine Hat 
and Nelson, and direct connec¬ 
tions with the Dominion at Med¬ 
icine Hat. Modern Day coaches 
will be part of the equipment 
between the 'Hat and Nelson 
with parlor dining service, 
through to Vancouver. 

Train No. 67 will leave Medi¬ 
cine Hat daily at 6.10 p.m. ar¬ 
riving at Coleman at 2.35 a.m. 
No. 11 will leave the Hat daily 
at 4.45 a.m. arriving at Coleman 
at 11.30 a.m. Trains going east 
will arrive at Coleman at the 
following times: No. 12 at 3.20 
p.m. and No. 68 at 4.51 a.m. 


Spring fever was evident at 
the April 1 council meeting when 
drainage, renovations and com¬ 
plaints re wood piles took up 
considerable time. 

Acting on complaint from a 
taxpayer, the council discussed 
the piling of wood on the road 
at Park Terrace and other sec¬ 
tions of the town. All in attend¬ 
ance were of the opinion that 
such cases were unsightly and 
action should be taken. A motion 
was made to the effect that no¬ 
tice be given all wood must be 
placed within the owner’s -yard. 

In the case of the one specific 
complaint, the town constable 
was ordered to see that the wood 
was removed from the road al¬ 
lowance. 

As contentious a matter as to 
face any town council was 
brought In by a delegation of 
apartment residents in West 
Coleman. It appears the land¬ 
lord in the case gave notice to 
tenants to vacate their suites 
unless they dealt at his place of 
business. Threats of carpenters 
entering the suites to work were 
alleged to have been made. 
Council was loud in Its protest on 
this matter and referred the 
people involved to the Rental 
Control Board. The Town con¬ 
stable was authorized to prevent 
carpenters or other unauthor¬ 
ized persons to molest the ten¬ 
ants. 

Clearing up a lot of unfinished 
business, the city fathers passed 
the proposal of increasing the 
fee for collecting ashes by 10c 
effective April 1. The requisition 
of the Municipal Hospital under¬ 
went careful scrutiny and was 
accepted. The Coleman School 
District requisition that has been 
hanging fire will receive extra 
consideration when Mayor Ab- 
oussafy and Councillor Toppano 
meet with, the Board for further 
details. 

Coleman Volunteer Fire Bri¬ 
gade, in submitting its report 
asked Council to provide six 
each of shoes, hats, and coats; 
one 1%-inch fog nozzle, cannist- 
ers for gas masks, and cupboards 
in which the men could keep 
their clothes. Council agreed to 
the purchase of these items and 
also for a check-up on the fire 
truck. A vote of thanks was ten¬ 
dered the brigade for their ex¬ 
cellent performance and intense 
interest shown. A similar thank 
you was extended on receipt of a 
new truck siren donated by 
members of the brigade. 

The report of Police Chief An- 
„ tie showed an active 3-month 
period with various petty theft 
and automobile cases. Along the 
line of legal work, consideration 
was given to hiring a town solic¬ 
itor. The Mayor and councillor 
Tappano were asked to look into 
the matter. 

Steve Bettinger, attendant at 
th* nuisance grounds was given 
a raise of $25 per month during 
the discussion of financial mat¬ 
ters. During this period it was 
also decided to accept the 1951 
assessment as the basis of taxa¬ 
tion. 

Lethbridge Laundry wrote the 
council complaining about the 
license levied against them, as¬ 
serting the amount being too 
high. Council decided to stand 
its ground in this matter. 

Correspondence from Wm. 
Holyk drew attention to muddy 
conditions on the avenue from 
6th to 7th Street east. Mr. Holyk 
requested that this year’s works 
program include a few loads of 
gravel and a drainage ditch for 
the locality. The matter was re¬ 
ferred to Works and Property. 

Motordrome requested permis¬ 
sion to move one or both pumps 
to the east side of their building 
and the installation of no park¬ 
ing signs during alterations. 
Permission was granted. An ad¬ 
ditional request came from Mc- 
Coll-Frontenac asking that the 
transformer and poles at The 
Motordrome be moved approxi¬ 
mately 15 feet north to facillt- 


The Coleman school board 
held its regular meeting on Mon¬ 
day evening, April 7. Present at 
the meeting were chairman Cor¬ 
nett, trustees Clark, Dunford & 
Holly. School principal H. Allen 
and Mayor Aboussafy were also 
present. The board explained 
various itefms on its budget to 
Mayor Aboussafy and the reason 
for their increased expenditures 
this year. Mr. Aboussafy won¬ 
dered if it were possible to re¬ 
ceive a larger grant from, the 
government. 

Mr. F. DeCecco was appointed 
head janitor by the board and 
he will be responsible for all 
work in the schools. For routine 
janitor work, he will be respon¬ 
sible to the principal but for 
rhajor work he will be respon¬ 
sible to the works and property 
committee. It was felt that this 
arrangement would have defin¬ 
ite advantages for all concerned 
over the previous set-up where 
each janitor was independent of 
the others. 

A letter was received from the 
Department of Education in¬ 
structing the board as to the in¬ 
formation required by the de¬ 
partment in regards to the pro¬ 
posed two-room addition to the 
Cameron school. A letter was al¬ 
so received from the architects 
employed by the board inform¬ 
ing the board of their fee in the 
planning and supervision of the 
work in building the proposed 
rooms. 

Two applications for positions 
on the local staff were received 
and filed. Among the remaining 
items of business were the De¬ 
partment of Education’s accept¬ 
ance of budget, the author¬ 
ized payment of the newly pur¬ 
chased school bus in full, and 
the acceptance of monthly bills 
for payment. 

The board also authorized the 
purchase of a flag for the school 
and a vacuum cleaner for clean¬ 
ing the numerous brushes in the 
school. Mr. Allen submitted his 
report and informed the board 
that the Crows Nest Pass Nurses 
Association will offer a scholar¬ 
ship of $100 to a grade 12 grad¬ 
uate in the Pass who will enter 
nurses’ training. Details of how 
the award will be made is not 
yet known. 

Bicycle racks which are badly 
needed around the school will 
be made by some of the school 
pupils being instructed in wood¬ 
work by Mr. F. DeCecco. If the 
board is satisfied with the re¬ 
sults it will place an order with 
the group for all necessary 
stands and remunerate the group 
for their work. 

Because of the increase in 
traffic in the vicinity of the 
school, the secretary was in¬ 
structed to ask the town coun¬ 
cil for proper school zone signs.

He was em¬ 
ployed at a saw mill west of 
Fernie and hauled away saw¬ 
dust in what Joe describes as a 
' TTDgl barrow. Scotty has always 
been teased in Pincher for not 
having worked a day in his life, 
but now he can confirm that he 
has. At the time of the Fernie 
fire Joe was one of the many 
who fought if.’ The fire started 
about 200 yards from his home 
probably by a camp fire which 
were quite numerous at that 
time. 

The morning after the Frank 
slide, Jo# was among those en¬ 
gaged in rescue work. Later he 
worked on the first wagon road 
across the slide. 

In Coleman, Mr. Plante enter¬ 
ed into partnership with Harry 
Antle operating a livery stable 
and garage which was situated 
where the cenotaph is presently 
located. The building was torn 
down and the lumber used to 
build today’s curling rink. Joe 
can boast of having one of the 
two first cars in Coleman—a 
model T Ford in 1913, but he 
explains that roads were cer¬ 
tainly not made for cars then 
(are they today for that mat¬ 
ter?). 

As is well known, Joe has been 
draying in town for many years, 
a job he has been doing since 
1911.

Mr. Higginbotham 
retired from the International 
Mine in 1850. They have pur¬ 
chased a home in Calgary where 
they wiU reside in the future.

Their friends in Cole¬ 
man wish them many years of 
happiness in their retirement. 
Mr. Higginbotham is a member 
of the Elks Lodge and a former 
member of the I.O.O.F.

Pre-Season Conditioning Hints 


The first and foremost problem fac¬ 
ing the athlete just starting his train¬ 
ing is the matter of proper equip¬ 
ment with footwear being the num¬ 
ber one item. Sports College, through 
scientific research and testing, has 
found that the shoe with the posture 
foundation factor was the best type 
in eliminating foot fatigue and sore¬ 
ness. Above all, make sure the 
equipment you buy fits well and that 
there is no possibility of injury 'due 
to an improper /fit. 

Another important factor which 
can cause discomfort js starting off 
the season too hard. This doesn’t 
give nature a chance to prepare it¬ 
self for the all-out work to follow. 
So rememt/er, gradually build up to 
the hard work and in the long run 
you’ll be farther ahead. 

The best way to prepare yourself 
for the coming season is to strength¬ 
en the key areas of your body. Here 
are two areas of the body which are 
important regardless of what sport 
you play. 

1. The lower leg and foot: a very 
good exercise for building up this 
area is the “heel and toe rock and 
lift.’’ Start off with your feet to¬ 
gether, in a standing position. Rock 
forward on to your toes as far as 
you can. Then, rock back on to your 
heels, the idea being to try to touch 
your toes to your shins. Do ten, 
rest for ten seconds, and repeat until

The Duke of Edinburgh has the job 
of passing on which portrait of his 
wife, the Queen, will decorate Bri¬ 
tain’s coinage.

arms. The i idea is to try to touch 
your toes with your hands at a spot 
just above the hips. Gradually build 
up to a full jackknife and when 
you’re able to, repeat in sections of 
four as long as possible with ten 
seconds rest in between each section. 
A Medical Check Up 

Once again it’s time for pre-season 
work and again the subject of a 
medical check-up is here, So make 
that before you start your base¬ 
ball, track or tennis season this 
spring, you visit a doctor. Give him 
full information on what you will be 
doing. Don’t neglect this important 
point and remember, it’s wise to have 
a check up after each season too. 

A Secondary Game 

For those athletes in such strenu¬ 
ous sports as football, track, basket¬ 
ball, etc., a wise move would be to 
learn a secondary sports such as vol¬ 
leyball, tennis, golf or badminton.

Let me have your handkerchief as soon as you’re 
through, I’ve got something in my eye too. 

Pass Roads 

If you are a motorist, this will be no news to you; 
but, just in case you haven’t been out very much this 
spring, there are one or two things you should know. 

If you plan a trip out of the Pass your motoring will be 
quite pleasant after the first 45 minutes. If you intend 
to confine your motoring only to the Pass we would 
suggest you take a bus. 

We don’t know what the average life of a car is 
in Canada but we feel sure that it is only about half 
that much through the Pass. From Lundbreck to the 
B.C. border, our twentieth century roads lose about 
two hundreds years. True the Department of Public 
Works is going to put the road through and all that re¬ 
mains is a little patching here and there and then the 
hard-surface will be applied. The funny part about it 
all is that the present gravelled part of the road is by far 
the better part on which to travel. On it your car will 
have a small continuous vibration and only occasionally 
will you lose a shock-absorber. On the old surfaced part, 
however, any shock-absorber that you have under your 
car will surely be shattered, you will be extremely lucky 
ft your tires do not get bruised, and any rattles you may 
already have in your car will be multiplied three-fold. 

The business men in the Pass are quite interested 
in the coming tourist trade and rightly so, as we should 
all be. If we are to attract any of the passing tourists 
we certainly won’t do it by making them drive over our 
roads. If there’s anything that would encourage them 
to keep right on going, it’s our abundance of pot-holes. 
Too bad we can’t sell them. 

Are all the town councils in the Pass waiting for 
the government to pave their main street? If they are, 
is it impossible to mix a little batch of asphalt and fill 
tfiese holes even if it would be a temporary measure? 
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The speed limits in the Pass towns are all about 20 to 
25 miles per hour. With the present road's this rate of 
' speed could be termed downright reckless. Anyone 
travelling that speed is a* sucker for punishment. There 
may be a few places where you may let the speedome¬ 
ter venture close to 40 m.p.h., but no sooner do you 
reach that speed when the brake has to be applied. Ac¬ 
tually it’s best to leave the car on blocks. 

Next time you’re on the road will you try and find 
a piece of highway about too yards long which is ab¬ 
solutely in good condtion ? If you succeed tell us, we’d 
like to know.

What Are The Odds of Cancer? 


Approximately 150 members of

War I.

Vimy Ridge, one of Canada’s 
major victories in World War I, 
cost 7,000 lives. The French Army 
had lost 26,000 men in previous 
attempts to take the Ridge from 
the enemy. 

The Vimy Memorial in France, 
Mr. Garner explained, was built 
in commemoration of all men in 
all battles. Of 426,500 men Can¬ 
ada sent overseas in the First 
World War, one out of every 
seven was killed. This repre¬ 
sents a cost of 60,000 lives. Mr.

Minister Dies 
At Edmonton 

Rev. D. K. Allan, 77, retired 
minister of the United Church 
and formerly of Coleman, pas¬ 
sed away Wednesday, April 2 
in Edmonton.
